In two year* since the railroads 
wen* out from under government op­ 
eration they have constantly increas­ 
ed in efficiency, and are today hand­ 
ling a larger tonnage with fewer men. 
In building trad s of the east, labor 
unions have adopted policy of forc­ 
ing employment of largest number 
of mi n possible and “ laying as few 
bricks as possible *. 
That policy is contrary to honesty 
in employment or production and as 
a general policy of labor organiza­ 
tions will defeat the end* of indus­ 
trial justice, and “ it can’t be did”. 
It is not the law of life and civili­ 
zation, which demands honest service 
lo the public and real efficiency of the 
individual, whether in public or pri­ 
vate employment of any kind. 
laibor organization* should reverse 
this policy bf industrial sabotage and 
make it tho rule of their existence 
not to restrict production or penalise 
ability”. 
Front the mills! of much chaff 
labor leaders will do wed! to >ift out 
and preserve the above. 
They would do well to et the last 
two paragraphs in letters of gold in 
pictures of silver and hang it on the 
wall of every unionised plant in the 
country.
